Global Street Art have taken over 70,000 photos of graffiti in over 20 countries - and now they're 
aiming to publish the definitive book of outside outsider art

here's no concrete definit ion 
of what constitutes art, but 
Lee Bofkin believes that it can be 
found spray-painted on broken- 
down, busted-up, back-alley buildings, shop 
window shutters, and anything that’s made 
from concrete, Bofkin is co- founder of Global 
Street Art. a group aiming to document 
as much of the world's graffiti as possible, 
and explore the various cultures, characters, 
messages and motivations behind it, 

We've hollered about GSA in Bizarre 
before, when we reported on their Walls 
project: a scheme that finds talented street 
artists well-exposed, easily accessible, legal 
spaces to paint in London, gets permission 
from the locations’ owners for the spots to be 
decorated, and then tells the fans where they 
can see the resulting pieces of free public art 
(Globalstreetartcom/walls has a handy map). 
Now they're aiming to publish a Iwok using 
the crowd-funding site Unbound.co.uk, 
showing some of the most interesting pieces 
found on their wall-to-wall tour of the planet 
Bofkin has a PhD in maths and evolution, 
which has influenced the super-searchable 
way he catalogues and classifi es graffiti, 
makii ig his approacl i to recording street art 
pioneeringly thorough and meaning that the 
hardback should have a more comprehensive 
authority than most others on the market 

ART ATTACK 

Botkin's determination to photograph spray W 
display images on almost every continent has 
required a Masters Degree in creative escape 
techniques - such as when he improvised a 
barking mad way to avoid being mauled by 
a duo of dogs in a crack den. "I was nosing 
around in a three-storey abandoned factory in 
Lisbon that had been used as a drug hangout; 
it was unimaginably squalid and full of filth- 
smeared mattresses, plastic bags bursting 
with rotting garbage, and the most rancid 
smells I've ever experienced, but the art 
on the surfaces was decent' 1 he explains, 

V A Portuguese graffiti artist named Odeith 
had warned me not to go there, taut I'd 
managed to make my way through about 
three-quarters of the place without problems, 


squeezing through holes in the walls to get 
from room to room if doors were locked or 
entrances h ad collapsed, I was nearly done 
when I heard growling, and turned to see 
two massive, snarling dogs pelting towards 
me. I didn't have time to think, but found 
myself barking at them, very loudly and 
aggressively, purely out of instinct - and 
it worked! The strays turned and ran, 
and I carried on taking my flicks!" 


"The views were stunning, and the favela was 
everything you'd expect - all narrow streets 
and electrical wires," remembers Bofkin. 
However, it was also teeming with men 
in full combat gear running from house to 
house with gigantic assault rifles, aiming 
them down the lanes!' 1 It turned out that 
the gunmen weren't a real threat but neither 
were they actors: the area was a SWAT team 
HQ, and the blokes were police on a training

Looking for a body mod that's ‘extreme' and unusual, but also discreet? Bruno BMAs 
ear micro -implants may be just your cup of subtlety 



ne of the key areas of body 
modification I'm working on is 
the development of styles that 
are more subtle and subdued 


than what's already on the market," says 
elite Italian body artist Bruno BMA, ’Take 
subderma I implants - people immediately 
think of full-on looks, such as horns, but 
I offer a less striking, in-your-face effect, 
allowing different personalities to express 
themselves in ways that look unusual but 
are also discreet, more ‘quiet'." 

He may promote ’quieted implants, but 
there's rightly a lot of positive noise being 
made about Bruno BMA in alt, circles. 


He first opened the Ghirigori Family Body 
Adornment Studio in Oggiono, Italy, in 1994; 
spent time at famous London parlours Cold 
Steel and Tusk; then went on to co-found the 
Italian Association Of Piercers And Tattooists

and launch the first Italian Suscons (seminars 
on suspensions) in 2003. 

Today, Bruno works all over the world, 
collaborating with icons including Brian 
Decker, Luna Cobra and Steve Haworth. 

In addition to his pioneering work translating 
heavy modding techniques into understated 
outcomes, he's also known for his fastidious 
perfectionism and the importance lie places 
on promoting education throughout the 
global body mod community, 

This guy isn't part of the wild style, 

“Woo! Let's whack some holes in ourselves 
and get bloody, buddy! YOLO!" tribe of mod 
enthusiasts; he's a true artist, who takes his 
craft seriously enough to use a translation 
app during Bizarre's interview to ensure 
that every word of his already excellent 
English is accurate, To the point: Bruno 
is about precision as well as incisions. 


SHHH-EAR GENIUS 

The ear micro- implants Bruno invented 
around 2004 are a great illustration of 
his trademark ’heavy yet delicate’ concept, 
They're tiny silicone shapes implanted into 
the scapha: the flat-ish part of cartilage 
that sits between the curved outer rim 
of the ear (the helix) and the raised inner 
part known as the antihelix. 

Bruno faced a number of challenges in 
developing this mod. Firstly, there was little 
academic information available at the time 
on how best to craft the miniscule silicone 
implants themselves," he recalls. "The silicone 
I used had to be softer and more flexible 
than the ear; if not, it would create too much 
tension against the skin, potentially causing 
the implant to gradually wear through the 
flesh, or be rejected. However, if it was too 
squishy, it wouldn't hold its shape well 
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enoLigli to produce the desired decorative 
relief effect." He carves custom implants 
from blocks of silicone using a scalpel 
a technique that requires great skill to get 
the required smooth, clean finish from such 
a sticky material. Any rough edges could 
cause aggravation and possible rejection, 
so it's a painstaking approach, It is possible 
to use pre-made micro-imp Ian ts, formed 
using a machine which produces impeccable 

to hand-make 


surfaces, but Bruno 
highly personal pieces, 



BY THE SKIN OF HIS TEETH 

The meticulous mod master also had to find 
a way of separating the extremely thin skin 
on the scapha from the cartilage below 
without tearing it. "I discovered that dental 
instruments worked well, since they're so 
fine," reveals Bruno, getting down to the 
detail. "After making a small incision with 
a scalpel inside the rim of the ear. so the 
entry scar would be neatly hidden, I used 
a dentist's tool with a 2mm ball on the end 
to gradually ease the skin away; the area

have to work quite swiftly,' 1 

Now he's refined it, the implantation 
procedure takes approximately 20 minutes 
Swelling recedes after about four days; 
stitches are removed after around 10 days; 
and the implant becomes clearly defined 
between six months to two years later, 
"Simple shapes like crosses show up well

r, but complex or detailed 
like the silicone hook I implanted 
king Allen Falkner's ear take 
longer to stand out," Bruno notes. 

Pain- wise, he reckons the process isn't 
so bad; Bruno had a star implanted in his 
own ear by a fellow modder, and was able to 
fly to Germany to hold a seminar the same 
day. "It didn't even throb, and I had no issues 
sleeping," he reports. Rather more oucliy was 
removing the implant himself three years 
later to replace it with a more advanced 
stellar shape, "That involved a mirror and 
a stream of profanity!" Bruno laughs. "But 
of my two favourite body parts to modify 
- ears and genitalia - I can certainly assure 
you that the former hurts less,,." .

Famous Jltafcrs 
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M any artists go through 

a 'dark' phase. Italian 
Baroque pioneer Caravaggio 

painted a series of gruesome 

decapitations in the 20 years 
preceding his death in 1610. Roman Polanksi 
made the violent movie Macbeth not long 
after his wife, Sharon Tale, was brutally murdered 
by the Manson Family in 1969. And the 
acclaimed Japanese artist, Tsukioka Yoshitoshi, 


visualised scenes of death, suicide, murder 
and battlefield torture during a lime of civil 

war, social unrest and personal mourning. 

His sanguinary paintings, especially barbarous 
between 1863-1870, made him one of the most 
notorious artists of 19th century Asia,

infamous series of prints, etched between 1866 
and 1868. A collaboration with a fellow artist, 
Ochiai Yoshiiku, its individual pieces depicted 


source of ‘ero gum’ (erotic grotesque), referring 
to the mix of horror, decadence and erotica that 
pervaded Japanese art in the 1920s and 30s, 
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and which has more recently stamped its 
impression on modern-day filmmakers such 
as lakashi Miike [Audition, Ida The Killer) . 

Yet while Yoshitoshi’s bloodiest images of war 

and atrocity were predominately painted during 
the 1860s. there were also recurring themes of the 
supernatural and demonic prevalent throughout 
much of his career. From as early as 1860, his 

characters found themselves beset by demons 
floating across blackened skies, In the series 
MJ Ghost Stones Of China And Japan (1865) 
and //eroic Beauty From The Suikoden (1867- 


1868), she-ghosts, cat spirits and giant, 
humanised spiders were some of the odd 
creatures that brought an unnerving ambience 

to the prints. For his last major series, 36 Ghosts 

(1889), Yoshitoshi eerily opened new doors with 
equally otherworldly scenes of giant fish, sea 
centipedes and terrifying apparitions. It provided 
a fitting, if premature, finale for the artist's genius. 

Suffering from recurring mental problems, 
Tsuioka Yoshitoshi passed away in 1892, aged 
just 58. Today he is almost unanimously revered 
as the last true master of Ukiyo-e, and in 1898 


a stone memorial was built in Tokyo to 
commemorate Yoshitoshi’s name.

T he World Wrestling Entertainment 

[WWE] brand has not been without 
its scary 1 gimmicks. In fact, who could 
forget the face-painted grappler Papa 

Shango making Ultimate Wanior 
puke on live TV by invoking a 'voodoo' curse? 

But if you want to see acrobatic showboating 
and pantomime jeering mixed with some genuine 
macabre action, the Democratic Republic of the 
Congo (DRC) is the place to be. 

Entertainment wrestling is second only to 
football as the African nation’s most popular 
spectator pastime. Belgian photojournalist Colin 
Delfosse encountered its thrilling spectacle by 
accident when he was shooting a harsh, sober 
project about mining in the province of Katanga. 

"There was this parade with a bellowing 
orchestra, followed by a huge crowd of people," 
he recalls with awe-struck exhilaration. "A car 
rolled past with a wrestler standing on top of it, 
a real local star. It was truly amazing." 

Buoyed by the happy faces and sense of 
anticipation, these bizarre theatrics struck 
Delfosse as the perfect subject for his next 
project, which would reveal a fun and positive 
side to a country hurt by war and poverty. 

From 1998-2003 the Second Congo War 
(also known as The Great African War) resulted 
in up to 5.4m deaths in eight African nations, 
a conflict that also provided a disturbing case 
study into the recruitment of child soldiers, The 
wrestling matches, instilled with an infectious 
party fizz, are a far cry from those horrors, and 
provide escapist excitement for people living 
in the poorer neighbourhoods of the big cities, 
predominately in the capital of Kinshasa. 

“This sport is representative of what Kinshasa 
really is," encourages Delfosse, whose project 
was shot in and around the capital. "It shows off 


tough mining world of Katanga, it opened up 

new doors for me to portray a more vivid and 
light cultural side of the DRC.” 

WRESTLE-MAGICA! 

I\vo forms of wrestling are practiced in the DRC, 
with distinctive cultural divides, Formal Wrestling 

is a descendent of American pro- wrestling, with 
incredible athleticism, flamboyant set-pieces, 

and elbow drops off the lurnbuckle. Such is its 

popularity that bouts are sometimes staged in 

the glamorous national Slade des Martyrs in 
Kinshasa, which has a capacity of 80,000 
- the same as London's Olympic Stadium. 


Meanwhile, providing an unusual alternative, 

Fetish Wrestling conjures a magical twist to this 

spectator sport, incorporating voodoo elements 

into its showdowns. It traditionally lakes place 
in bars or on the streets of underprivileged city 
neighbourhoods, with fights unfolding inside 
hard-floored rings fashioned from wooden planks 
covered with cloth, and circled by a rope border, 
Here combatants also use macabre gimmicks to 
defeat their opponents, adding possession spells 
and ritualistic dances to their arsenal of atomic 
drops and backbreakers. More underground and 
local, it generates both fear and respect among 
its mesmerised audiences, and it's this particular 
cultural twist that became the prime focus of 
Delfosse ’s insightful new work. 



































According lo our investigative Belgian, lire 
man credited as fathering the Fetish Wrestling 

movement is E ding we - who's also its most 

popular fighter. Edingwe's grisly finishing move 
involves disembowelling his opponent and then 
chewing on his insides - far more impressive 
than I lulk I iogan’s leg drop, right? "It’s an 
illusion, of course," reveals Delfosse, drawing 
sighs of relief from the usually hard -stomached 
Bizarre staff, “They normally use pig bowels, 
pig eyes and pig’s hlood. Other special effects 

are widely used as well, such as explosive / 
smoke powder and fake machetes to pm on your 
head and give the illusion of being stabbed. ” 

Like Formal Wrestling, Fetish Wrestling 
is inspired by the pantomime histrionics 
of American TV wrestling artistically and 
athletically, but the added supernatural element 


has scared off some would-be spectators 
and fighters. Delfosse reveals that pigeons are 

sometimes sacrificed in ‘fake 1 rituals (only 

to ‘magically’ reappear in old school illusion 
tricks], and religious readings can be part 
of the show for some of the grapplers. Live 
snakes, coffins, gris-gris (a voodoo amulet], 
machetes and other arcane props have also 
worked their way inside the ring. But not 
every one is keen on them, 

"People in Kinshasa are very superstitious. 

When it comes to voodoo, their eyes are 
wide open and they both greatly respect it 
and fear it," Delfosse says. "Some of the 
Formal wrestlers despise voodoo and won't 
go near it. Inevitably, priests and clerics 
are pressuring the people in these poor 
neighbourhoods to quieten these ‘Satanic' 


practices, and some Congolese senators were 
even debating about trying to ban Fetish 
Wrestling a few months ago, " 

Delfosse goes on to divulge further details 
about the odd practices that Fetish grapplers 
have adopted as their trademarks, One battler 
throws objects from a small coffin that he wears 
on his back, while muttering a mystical prayer 
that ‘possesses’ his opponent. Another performs 
a ritualistic song and dance that causes his 
opponent to Ilee. And there is even a female 
fight er (one of several, in fact), who tries to 
poison her opponent by feeding him cursed milk 
directly from her breast. WWE creation The 
Undertaker doesn’t seem so creepy now, huh? 

Delfosse believes the fighters perform 
such tricks purely to entertain the crowds, 
but confesses it's possible that some of them — >

may also believe they are casting real spells. 
Regardless, there is a genuine spiritual element 
involved: Del fosse says that many wrestlers 
undertake mystical training inside a 'spirit room', 
as well as doing the fitness work. "These spirit 
rooms are usually located inside a house, and 
are small and filled with candles,” he says. 

“Here, they invoke the spirits of their ancestors 

to receive their strength in the ring. 1 have 

photographed inside the spiritual training room 
of the wrestler Zombie Kibambi who, as well 
as being a star, is also a traditional healer.” 

BATTLE SCAKS 

Del fosse started shooting the project in 2009 and 
it took several trips to Kinshasa to complete it. 


Through perseverance and tact, he gradually 
earned the trust of the wrestlers. But the project 
proved a challenge on many levels. “Kinshasa is 
tough, expensive and crowded, and people don’t 
like being photographed," he says. “PRC itself is 
an immense country and, depending where you 
go, war is either a scar or a bleeding wound. 


Kinshasa is geographically far from the nation’s 
most recent bloody conflict in the east. But the 
biggest part of the city looks like a giant village 
without water and electricity, and people have 
to survive on a day-to-day basis. " 

The locations he shot in were generally poor 
anti overcrowded, mostly caused by a dramatic 
influx of people before and during the wars. 

These places were also dangerous, and Pel fosse 

admits that he has been robbed and beaten 
up by shegues (street kids). But he never 
considered dropping out - instead, he was excited 
to gradually befriend the sport' s underground 
stars,, “I continued to make new contacts on every 1 
visit, take pictures, bring previous prints to the 
wrestlers and meet new ones,” he says. In fact. 
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gaining the trust of the professionals was 
always Delfosse’s starting point: “Every time 
I approached a new wrestler, I shared a Primus 
(local beer), talked to them a lot, and explained 
that 1 won't earn billions with their pictures. 
Then, when I d convinced them to do a photo 
shoot, they 'd get ready, pul their costume on 
and indulge their voodoo personality. The 
whole process could take hours, but I loved it, " 
Del fosse vividly remembers the party 
atmosphere that surrounds the fights, and the 
great joy it inspired in its spectators. 1 le says 
he watched many memorable encounters, and 
eagerly recalls one fighter who would cover 
himself head -to -toe in talcum powder and 
hypnotise his opponent following an epic tussle. 

“I lis name was Mabokotomo and he is one of 
the rising stars from the Kinshasa municipality 
of Matete," he says, “After an intense technical 
battle that lasted IS minutes, he put his opponent 
into a trance, causing him to dance frenetically, 
like a dislocated puppet. The orchestra then 
erupted into his theme music called ‘The Dance 
Of Maboko'. Another fighter, Ebende Molaso, 
dubbed The Ogre Of Matete, growls like 
a beast and makes people run away in panic. 

In one fight, he strangled his opponent with 
chains. The referee screamed 'stop’, giving the 
false impression that he might have killed him! 


Del fosse is evidently thrilled with how the 
project turned out. and who can blame him 
- the pictures capture an extraordinary and 
vibrant, if oddly macabre, side to a nation 
that many may not have believed possible. 

Del fosse's Kinshasa project ultimately 
showcased the spirit of man battling against a 
cruel backdrop of impoverishment and struggle. 
He looks back on his time shooting the wrestlers 
with fondness and a sense of self-fulfilment. 


‘ Hie Congolese are born actors, and as soon 
as you understand their way of thinking it wj 

very fun and exciting to shoot," he says, "Tht 

atmosphere was just so special; it was warm, 
dirty, and full of music and street kids. When 
I fell it was too much, I worked on another 

project to get some ‘fresh air’, But I enjoyed it 
You only do things you like, right?"®

W hile you all know ihe ladies 

who dazzle the alt, world with 
ihei r heavenly forms and 

■ir 

provocative poses, sometimes 
the folk behind the camera are 
bona fide legends in their own right, Peter W 
Czemich holds such godly status in the world of 
fetish and rubber - especially if you lumve gas 
masks, vac-beds, pony girls and shiny backsides, 
Czemich is one of the first photographers who 
battled to bring fetish to social acceptance, at a lime 
when anyone who confessed a desire to lick leather 
boots would have been in danger of shock therapy. 


Czernich "s career spans four decades, during 
which he has shot the universe’s most achingly 

beautiful alt. specimens, among them Bizarre 

cover girls Masuimi Max, Bianca Beauchamp, 

Zlata and Dila Von Teese. lie launched German 

Skin TUno magazine in 1987 (later to become 
< < 0 > >}, then went on to unleash iconic 
publications Marquis, Heavy Rubber and 

Tentiinatrix with his hot missus, Bianca. As he 

prepares to turn 60 this year, a new book entitled 

Fetish Photography brings together the rubber 
snapper’s most retina -groping images across 256 
pages. We grabbed him for a retrospective chat, — > 
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At a time when fetish clubs ami publications 
were still relatively embryonic, how exciting 
and dangerous did it feel to be forging 
a career as a fetish photographer? 

It wasn't really dangerous, but 1 had to choose 
between remaining in mainstream advertising 
- where I was at the time - or becoming part 
of the up-and-coming fetish scene. Exciting, 
though? Oh yes! It was like being able to finally 
realise a feverish dream and experience my 
darkest and most secret fantasies. I could 
finally physically connect with real rubber 
clothing and the girls wearing it, and 
shoot my wildest fantasies, such as the 
secretary' in latex lor the first issue of 
German Skin TUw magazine. 

This was also long before the internet. When 
did you realise you had an interest in fetish? 

I derived my ‘food lor fantasy’ from cinema, 
books (Story QfO , Marquis de Sade). and 
extremely rare finds in adult stores. My fetishes 
developed from the age of 1 3-14. when 

I started drawing my ‘dream women’ in 
shiny space outfits and boots. I was inspired 
by The Avengers TV show, comics and the 

I I VC / clear vinyl rainwear fashions of the 
period, At first I was into high heels, then 
black-seamed nylons, garters, black lingerie 
and leather hotpants. There was no fetish or 
latex fashion at the time, only crudely moulded 
and ill-fitting rubber, so convincing your 
girlfriend to wear it was a real challenge! 



went to jail for publishing fetish material, 
and had his offices cleared Other people I know 

emigrated to Holland to live their fetish lives in 
peace. In Germany, u f e have a very 1 restrictive 
law designed to "protect the youth", but it’s bull. 
They even once discussed shutting down adult 
internet sites after 10pm - as if the internet was 
all about German time! It’s relatively relaxed 
nowadays, though. 

What is it that's so special and magical 
about a girl in latex and rubber? 

The smooth feel, and warmth from the body 
underneath; the shiny, perfect, unblemished look; 
the crackling, snapping noises and even the taste 
of rubber... yummy! The whole cocktail is very

exciting. A girl becomes perfected 
and idealised when wearing light 
latex; it enhances her figure and makes 
her divine... if it fits well, that is. In fact, 
one of the most remarkable things is how 
attractive even an older woman can be in 
a sharp fetish outfit! 

Beyond rubber, can you identify some of 
the other favourite fetishes you've worked 
with - pony girts, arse worship etc? 

I like a lot of things, and you could consider 
me a multi-fetishist. I like the exaggeration of 
the female form: big boobs, big lips, strong 
make-up, glamorous hairstyles, shiny latex skin, 
super-tight ly laced wasp waists, endless legs on 
crazy skyscraper heels or, even better, ballet 
shoes! I also love roleplay, Including ponies and 

doggies, as well as vac-beds, messy fun, lots of 
oil or slimy goo and, very importantly, MASKS! 

You were present at the begin ning of fetish 
clubs, and behind the two landmark fetish 
parties Ball Bizarre in 1989 and 1990 (not 
to he confused with our own Bizarre Ball). 
What were the early fetish clubs like? 

They were pioneering days. At our first Ball 
Bizarre in 1989 we had more than 1,000 

attendees, among them a British lad called Steve 
English, who later founded DeMask (European 
fetish brand). We were also rite first to bring the 
scene to the attention of the German media and 
TV, Ii brought the fetish lifestyle onto a higher 
level, and made it more acceptable. 


Were there any risks to publish i i i c 
fetish publications during this 
conservative period? 

At the beginning I had some problems 
in Germany, but the situation there 
was mild compared to the UK, where 
a publisher and good friend of mine 


Until then, the media still believed 
a rubber boot fetishist would eat little children 

and rape boys! It took a lot of explaining 
to change public opinion. 
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Von began launching new publications in the 
1990s, such as Murquis and the adult comic 
Tbrminairix. What's the story behind those? 

My career had crashed and I had lost everything. 
< <0> > magazine went down the drain, and 
the complete crazy story is published in Marquis 
No. 2 (long sold out, but available again now as 
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an e-magazine). It’s a strange tale that involves 
female con artists, a dope plantation and tigers., , 
But then almost immediately I met Bianca, 

who became my wife and mother of my 
daughter. The two of us orchestrated 
\ a fantastic comeback where we launched

Marquis, paid off all our debts within 
three years, and bought the factory' 
we live and work in. We’ve kept 
it growing for 1 5 years. 
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Vim also launched Heavy Rubber, which was 
an even ‘harder’ and more specialist title... 

Yes, Heavy Rubber magazine was founded lo split 
the bizarre world of lubes, masks, vac-beds and 
pony girls from the fashionable, artistic, party 
people fetish, it was a good decision - many 
loyal customers subscribe to both magazines! 


Does Heavy Rubber allow you to explore 
the more extreme end of rubber fetish 
and infatuation? 

Yes, it gives us an outlet to do that without 
offending either the novices or the more artistic 
and fashionable factions of the fetish scene. 


After such a Long and successful career, 
pioneering every' step of the way, do you feel 
that it is becoming a challenge trying lo find 
new ways to explore rubber fetishes? 

No, because others find them for us! We sit and 
watch, and the contributions either come directly 
to us (everybody wants to be published, as long 
as print magazines still exist), or we’ re fishing 
them from the internet. Alternatively, our 
numerous contacts and correspondents point 
them out lo us. The fetish scene is one huge 
symbiotic organism nowadays. Through the 
social media we’re all infecting each other, 
propelling our fantasies further and further. 

What have been the most amazing things 
you’ve ever seen in your professional life? 

There have been lots! The mega boobs of 
Minka (often dubbed The World’s Most 
Enhanced Asian Woman ). Two harnessed 
pony girls pulling carts around a castle 
in Poland. An inflatable pool with three 
rubber ‘seals' playing in the water, which 
was part of our Cirque du Bizarre video 
production. The first big fetish fashion show 
at the Ball Bizarre in Munich 1990, which 
had mesmerising music by Enigma and lots of 
fireworks. The two perfectly identical rubber 
dolls from the Rubbersisters. Dita Von Teese’s 
stunning live performances. The classroom and 
dormitory scenes in our Fetish Academy films. 



which starred 10 girls in one scene, all clad head 
to toe in rubber. The congregation of some of the 
world's finest fetish artists during our An Bizarre 
festival in 1998. And the Terminatrix show in 
Cologne 1989, with music composed by Carlos 
Peron. I honestly could go on forever! 

What about some of your most memorable 
shoots and events that took place during 
the life of Marquis magazine? 

The shoots for the Fetish Academy series were 
worked on for months. WHITE ROOM IV is 

















probably the most perverted and bizarre film I’ve 
ever shot. The girls were really going for il and 

had real orgasms, which shows in the film! I also 

did memorable shoots with Dita Von Teese in 
Jamaica, and with my wife Bianca in the great 
outdoors of Lite Western United States. And last 
but not least, there were the Night Of Marquis 
events in the early days. There weren't many 
people there, but Dita Von Teese was! 

Your wife Bianca is also a fetish model. 

How has that been? 

Bianca started out as a model, but quickly 
become both a valuable partner and a good 
businesswoman. Bianca has been the luck 
of my life. After two other failed long-term 
relationships it finally worked out, and I even 
managed to have a daughter. Being with a model 
is like winning the lottery for a photographer: 
you can shoot every' where, day and night, 
even while you're on holiday, without having 
to plan ahead for anything. It also allowed me 
to learn my trade quickly because I’m actually 
originally a graphic artist, not a photographer! 

Do you consider there to be an 5&M element 
to some of your work? 

Nothing beyond the classic ‘dom-sub 1 set up. 
you know, with master and servant, French 
maids, and police officers with handcuffs. When 
it comes to the infliction of pain and the leaving 
of marks, that’s not for me any more. Sorry, I’m 
a fetish softie! I think a reason for our success 
is that we have always clearly distinguished the — > 
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fetishists from the S&M / BDSM folk. 

There are areas where both converged, but 

the majority of our readers are not into being 

punished, humiliated or hooked to the ceiling. 


What have been the most extreme or 
niche fetishes you've worked with? 

Adult babies are very strange. You get bearded 
men in diapers drinking beer, which we saw in 
Britain. But photographer Jo Hammarand (his 
wife and dominatrix) Natalia's Gummi-KHmk 
was probably the most bizarre I’ve seen, with 
its piss-drinking orgies (see Natalia's site at 
Th eru bbe rwho res. co m ) . 


Are there any fetishes that you haven't shot 
before, but which you'd like to explore 
further at this stage? 

Not really, I think I have done all the ones 
I have ever wanted. If there is something you 
haven't seen from me, it probably means 1 don't 
like it, such as extreme body modification and 
when you get people hanging from meat hooks 
in their back...

While 
HH Holmes: America’s First Serial Killer was 
a straightforward tell-a-story documentary, 

Cad Panzram : The Spirit Of / la f red And 
Vengeance took four years to make, and focused 
on the criminal's relationship with a sympathetic 
prison guard, it questioned whether a man 
such as Panzram could be reformed, and shed 
fresh light on real events and the characters 
involved. In one instance, Panzram tried to 
climb a prison wall and fell onto a hard concrete 
floor. The unsympathetic warders simply dragged 
his broken body back to his cell, and let his 
shattered bones heal naturally without any 
medical attention or painkillers. That’s gonna 
fuck anyone up, 

"It left Panzram with a permanent limp, 
and he claims that’s when he really started to 
hate the whole of humanity," says Borowski. 

“He even plotted how to start a world war 
between US and Britain while he was jn his 
cell! I’d like to push this investigative side of my 
filmmaking like I did with Cad Panzram, which 
was a combination of dramatic re-enactments and 
investigation. There are different angles to these 
cases. For example, Ed Gem's [1906-1984) story 
has been told many times before, but he allegedly 
made furniture from human body parts and 
skin. Where are those crime scene photos’ 

I’d love to do a documentary' focused on 
my search for them.’’

Borowsiki's expertise in serial killer psychology 
has not gone unnoticed. In 2011 ‘The ! lappy Face 
Killer', Keith Jesperson - a Canadian-born trucker 
who murdered at least eight prostitutes - wrote 
to Bo rows ki, requesting that he became the next 
subject of one of his films, It's the first direct 
contact Borowski s had with a killer, hut so far 
he hasn't responded. "There are serial killers 
who crave attention and Jesperson is one of 
them. He wants people to write about him, 

and that makes it harder to get to the truth.” 

More excitingly for Borowski, he aided the 
Wichita Kansas Police Department in their pursuit 
of the mysterious BTK Killer [‘Bind, Torture, Kill’) 
who had killed 10 people between 1974 and 1991, 
but had resurfaced again in 2004, sending a series 
of new letters to police and reporters. As it was 
known that the BTK Killer was a fan of til l 
Holmes’ ‘work - , the police initially contacted 
Borowski to examine the records of everyone who 
had purchased the Holmes documentary directly 
from him, When that proved fruitless, authorities 
and Borowski cunningly organised a screening of 
the film in the Kansas state, hoping that it would 
lure the BTK Killer from his hiding place. The 
killer was upended before the screening could 
take place, and his true identity was revealed 
as Dermis Rader - a Kansas native with a sexual 
fetish for women’s underwear. 

"If they'd arrested Rader at my screening, the 
publicity would've been monumental," concedes 
Borowski, somewhat wryly and semi -cheekily. 


"But I was thrilled to have been part of that 
investigation. When the BTK Killer was caught, 
he confessed that he fell like a superstar and 
that’s why he started writing letters again in 2004. 
He craved the attention. The media turns serial 
killers into celebrities. Charles Manson (born 
1934) and John Wayne Gacy (1942-1994) all 
became huge celebrity killers because they 
struck at the advent of the portahle TV." 

Which leads sweetly onto Borowski "s next 
project, Serial Killer Culture, which is a film 
exploring the impact of serial killers on popular 
and underground cultures, especially in an and 
music. His list of credible interviewees thus far 
include Chicago death metallers and serial killer 
ohsesssives, Macabre, and Bizarre- huervie wee Joe 
Coleman, whose celebrated art includes paintings 
based on Ed Cein, Car! Panzram and Albert Fish, 
to name just a few. Borowski also hopes to speak 
to Han Fisher, who controversially produced 
a graphic novel biography of Jeffrey Dahmer in 
1992. “There are just so many artists who are 
influenced by serial killers,” observes Borowski. 
"It’s a fascinating topic, and I’m looking at 
arguments from both sides because many 
people, including the families of victims, think 
it’s sick that people write to serial killers, collect 
‘murderabilia’ or create art based on them." 

Famously in the UK, artist Marcus Harvey 
shocked the masses in 1995 when he produced

It's a town land in the west of Ireland 
that's about 10 minutes drive from the 
coast and also a short way from the 
Cliffs of Moher, which are one of the 
biggest in Europe, The two nearest big 
villages are Doolin and Uscannor. The 
area used to be just bog land - lienee 
our name - but it's now covered in 
forests, with only a few houses spread 
throughout I lived there until I turned 
20, It's a fantastic place to grow up, 
You could explore with your dog for 
hours, That adventurous mindset has 


St Brigid's Well, which is located in 
a small village nearby, is a creepy 
place that used to belong to pagans 
but was taken over by Catholics. Its 
basically a cave with a religious well 
at one end where people pray and 
leave pictures of dead children and 
young adults. We feature footage 
of it during our shows. 

On the track 'An Seanchai', 
legendary Irish storyteller Eddie 
Lenihan warns against upsetting 
weasels. Is that local superstition? 
Some say that cats, rats and weasels 
are the devil's creatures and will 
come back to haunt you if you mess 
with them. Weasels are vicious so 
I wouldn't mess with them anyway, 

In the same track, Lenihan also
